Greatneſs of this Revenue aroſe from the exceſſive

the next Year, when a Law paſs'd for laying a 
Duty upon compound Spirits, commonly call d Gin, 
Kc.

If this AA 
therefore is to be conſider'd as a private Boon, 
or Favour, ſuch a Meſſage was neceſſary; but if * 
otherwiſe, it is ſtill more extraordinary; nor is 
there any Precedent of this Nature. It is true, 
the Bill wanted ſomething of the uſual Form, by 
which Money is granted; That is, it ſhould at 
leaſt be as&d for, that the Commons might be 
thank'd for it ; inſtead of which, there had been 
no Demand from the Crown ; but the Meſſage 
and the Bill came together; by which it was 
well underſtood to what the Crown gave its Con- 
ſent. But what farther Deſigns were in it, is 
not ſo certain. It had the Appearance, at firſt, 
as if it was eſtabliſhing a mew Precedent, by

Were it not that theſe ſort of Precedents were 
of a growing Nature, (eſ 3 as all modern 
ones are allow'd to be the beſt, and only fit ones 
to be follow'd,” as was aſſerted in ſome late De- 
bates) there would be the greater Comfort in ob- 
ſerving that the AF for pardoning People, concern d 
in Running Goods, and for preventing it for the 
future, had no Meſſage, nor Confideration given to 
the Civil Liſt for it, though it is an Ad, which 
required both as much as the other; for amongſt 
the Revenues granted his 5 for his Civi} 
Lift, the Seizures of run Goods make a diſtinct 
Branch, and for Tea alone produced, for the Year 
1727, but 1 2885 Pounds Weight, and for the 
Vear 1735, 71, 692 „Which ſhews This to have 
been an increaſing Revenue, at the Time of gran- 
ting it, as well as the Duties on Spirits and Brandies. 
His Majeſty therefore hath as much a Right to 
ſuc h Increaſe, or a Conſideration for it, as He had 
in the other Caſe. Nor can the Argument here 
be of greater Weight than in the other ; that 
what He loſes by Seizures will be amply ſup- 
1 by his Share in the Increaſe on Cuſtoms. 
But as the greateſt Part of theſe Seizures ariſes from

1 
The Importance of thoſe Places hath been very 
much conſider d of late Years; and the Loſs to 
this Nation in the Ballance of Trade, by the 
French. falling into the Sugar Trade, and: ſelling it 
co other Countries cheaper than We can afford, 
XZ hath already been ſufficiently felt. But this AA 
I will go farther, and render Them utterly unable 
to purchaſe, or obtain that vaſt Quantity of 
Goods and Manufadtures, with which their Mother 
Country hath hitherto ſo profitably ſupplyd them. 
They will become of themſelves deſolate and for- 
ſaken; nor need We then be under any Appre- 
henſions of the Spaniards, or the French taking 
them, as We have been of late Years; for were 
they even to lye uncultivated, the Advantage to 
the French, in the Price of their Sugars, might be 
almoſt equal to their poſſeſſing them. Can this 
Nation poſſibly ſubſiſt long under that Loſs, and 
muſt not ſuch a Stop of the Circulation of Trade 
be ſoon terribly. felt by the Mauuſacturers of this 
Kingdoms To Se.
